TTie 
veterlmanar^ was also asked about lha several deaths that have occurred m the last year and he stated that Ihe owner 
has not contacted him about any deaths at the facility. The owner is not communicating with the veterinarian about 
lha health concerns ol his animals. As a result lha animals are going axlendad periods ol linfH wilhouL adapuala 
veterirrary care. The owner must consult their atteixJing veterinrian on health concerns of the animals in a timely 
manner in order to prpvble Ihe proper piewentatrves and Ireatments to ensure good health and well-being of Ihe 
animals.

There were rlead trees that bad Fallen on the lence thel haven't been 
roriHwed and several 2 foot Mck-lns have been removed end haven't been replaced. 

"'The lence iPr Tabilba the tiger is barely 10 Feet on Ibe open sirie. Being that she is highly aggressive her enclosure 
definitely needs to be repaired as soon as pcrssibie.

Fences leas than S feel high for poieniially dangerous animals such as large felines, fe-g., 
lians, tigers, laopards. cougars, ale.), tears, wolves, rhinoceros, and elaphants. or lass lhan G feet high for other 
animals must be approved in writing by the Administrator. The lence must be constmeted so that it protects Ihe 
animals in |hg facility by restricting animals and unauthorized parsons from going ibrgugh it gr undar it and having 
contact with the animals In the lacilliy. ar^ so inal It can luncticn as a sscoixlary contammont syslam 1or the animals 
in the facility, It must be ol suflicient distance Irom the outside ol the primary enclosure to prevent physical C'Ontaci 
between animab inside lha encibsura and animals or persons outside the perimeter lence. .^uch fences less than 3 
feet in dislance from Ihe primary enclosure must be approved in writing by the Administrator.
